This 
Is a distinction without a difference 
Nearly every man of importance in 
the textile Industry was once a factory 
hand and every year former factory 
hands are rising to executive positions 
and take rank with tlie classes who 
ignored them previously. The late 
Stephen Knight was proud of his hard 
career as- a factory hand. John Hurt 
of Southwark mills, of Philadelphia, 
was another factory hand.

not Infrequently agents and treasurers, 
yet while these men and women are 
simply factory hands they are barred 
socially to a disgraceful degree by 
people their inferiors in birth, wealth 
and constructive genius.

to rank an expert factoiy hand with 
the finely groomed department store 
men and women, because the expert 
factory hand is a much more import- 
ant factor in a town or city. They re- 
ceive large pay for their labor, have 
more money to put into circulation, 
and finally are larger patrons of home 
industries and savings b.uiks than any 
other class of citizens in the country. 
As they rise in their occupation, salar- 
ies of $25 to $50 a week are not unusu- 
al, and they are the equid of any men 
or women in their respective commun- 
ities in intelligence and civic value. 
The factory operatives tn a class have 
been injured by comparison with the 
undesirable element thai flocked into 
our mil Is a year or two ago, but who 
are now leaving quite rapidly and 
carrying off their earnings U> spend 
in their native country, but the com- 
parison is unfair. 


It is not a matter of hearsay, but

that the sons and daughters of many 
of these factory hands are filling up 
our textile schools, North and South, 
and they are being developed into the 
most capable mill experts, as they 
have a natural talent for handling 
•wool and cotton, and the proportion of 
the children of factory lianas becom- 
ing high-salaried mill overseers, de- 
signers and superintendents is greater 
than in any other 
Industry. 
All 
things considered, the bone and sinew 
of New England is its thousands of 
factory hands whose forbears were re- 
sponsible for the wealth and promi- 
nence of the leading New England 
families, and they should have every 
encouragement and pro]«r social re- 
cognition so that the progress and in- 
fluence of the industry may be main- 
tained in future generations, rather 
than to be looked upon an "poor fac- 
tory hands," which they are far from 
being, with exceptional cases.

Relic* Tell of Indian Civilization. 
If the red men who inhabited this 


section several centuries ago, before 
the march of civilization drove them 
toward the land of the setting sun, 
could come back to their old hunting 
grounds and take a look in the den 
of Win field S. Sands, the Pottstown 
archaeologist, they 
might 
almost 


imagine all the relics of their exist- 
ence had been gathered together by 
this industrious collector of Indian 
curios. 


For upward of 50 years Mr. Sands 


has been adding to his collection, and 
has traversed every section of Bucks, 
Montgomery, 
Berks, 


Lehigh counties, glvi 
Chester 
and 
.ng special atten- 
ill river regions. 
tion to the Sehuylkil. ..... „„.„..„. 
His collection numbers nearly 25,000 
pieces, ingeniously arranged and al- 
most filling two large rooms, and 
comprising thousands of spear and ar- 
row-heads, banner stones, tomahawks, 
axes, ornaments for the warriors and 
squaws, war clubs, slingshots, wam- 
pum, skinning and stabbing knives, 
etc. 


An examination of these various In- 


dian relics reveals the wonderful skill 
of the Indian in shaping from stone 
not only the weapons and implements 
for use in war a..d in hunting, put 
those for the squaws in the wigwam 
and at the campfire. One of these in 
Mr. Sand's collection that is particu- 
larly fine is a rolling-pin weighing at 
least ten pounds, cut from a big block 
of stone and shaped as symmetrically 
as tlie wooden kind in ordinary use 
now. 
Stone lasts used in making 


mocassins are also rare objects in his 
collection. 
Guns, pistols, blunder- 


busses, swords and other weapons used 
in every war that this country ever 
had seem to frown from every spare 
inch of space on the walls of the 
rooms, and lo give them the effect of 
an old-time arsenal. 


Tramping up and d .wn all the 


rivers and little streams and explor- 
ing other places favorable to uncover- 
ing some relic of the aborigines, Mr. 
Sands has had some interesting ex- 
periences and unpleasant adventures, 
too. Several years ago a big farmer up 
in Berks county mistook the nature of 
his explorations, and thought he came 
to steal fruit. He iiccordingly waded 
into him and gave him a severe beat- 
ing, 
from the effects of which Mr. 


Sands was laid up for some time. 
He 


had the agriculturist arrested, and 
the assault turned out to be a very 
costly affair for the latter.

It is intended for 
the good of the child and will accom- 
plish a great deal along that line, 
but the trouble Is the parents will not 
co-operate with the directors and fre- 
quently, I am sorry to say, the direct 
ors do not give evidence of a great deal 
of common sense. Parents frequently 
oppose the law through selfish or mer- 
cenary motives, and directors do not 
show the liberal interpretation of the 
law which Is intended.''

Inquiry into the methods of escape 


of David Burkhead and Charles A. 
Thomas, Philadelphia patients at the 
Norristown State Hospital for the In- 
sane, developed that there was collu- 
sion on the part of attendants or care- 
takers. That one of the derelict nurses 
was a female enamored with one ol 
the missing patients is suggested In 
the reports of Resident Physician W.

A balloon (.an remain stationa' 
over a given spot in a calm, but an 
aeroplane must be kept In motion 1 
It Is to remain In the air. Such a plan 
literally runs on the air HUe a skate 
gliding o\er thin Ice.

inlllar example of an aeroplane is th 
kite of our bojbood days.

member how we kept It aloft even In 
a light bree/e by running with 
against the wind. Substitute tbe pul 
of a propeller for tbe cord and th 
aeroplane flying machine Is createc 
If this were all, tbe problem of artl 
ficial Bight would have been solved Ion: 
ago 
There remains tbe supremely 


difficult art of balancing the plane s 
that It w^lll skate on an even kee' 
Even birds find It bard to maintain 
this stability. !u the constant effor 
to steady himself n hawk sways from 
side to side as he soars, like an aero 
bat on a tight rope. Occasionally a 
bird will catch the nind on the top 
of bis wing, with tbe result tbat h 
will capsize a«d fall some distance be- 
fore he can recover himself 
If th 


living aeroplanes of nature find th' 
feat of balancing so difficult, is it an; 
wonder that men have been killed In 
endeavoring to discover their secret? 


If you have ever sailed a canoe you 


will readily understand what this task 
of balancing en aeroplane really means 
As tbe pressure of the wind on you 
soil heels your canoe over yon mus 
climb out on tbe outrigger far enoug 
for your weight to counterbalance tt

Tbe definition of the word as used In 
modern diplomacy Is given as a rough 
draft of any document or a document 
preliminary to some transaction

likewise Is defined as "a diplomatic 
document or minute of proceeding 
signed by friendly powers In order to 
secure certain diplomatic 
ends by 


peaceful means."

The popular 
Idea of a whale Is that It la a clumsy 
animal, bnt, as shown by models, it 
bas the graceful lines of a yacht The 
total weight of a wtale Is about sixty 
tons, and unusually large and fat Indi- 
viduals must reach at least sixty-five 
tons.
